Mr. Buchanan succeeded 
in arranging for a private settlem ent 
of four of the five great American 
claims against Venezuela and for the 
reference to The Higue tribunal of 
the fifth. 


FROM CHICAGO TO 
FRISCO 


James J. Hill May Have a Through 
Line. 
New York, Oct. 18.—T. B. Walker 
of Minneapolis, who is largely inter­ 
ested in California timber lands and 
ha3 close relations with Jam es J. Hill, 
is quoted as follows in San Francisco: 
“In a talk we Iud recently Mr. Hill 
told me he did not believe th at a line 
from San Francisco north would be of 
great advantage, but that the exten­ 
sion of the Burlington to this city, 
probably from the end of the Chey­ 
enne or Guernsey branch, would be. 
“This would make a through line 
from Chicago to San Francisco, with 
which the Oregon trunk line could be 
connected at some point in Northern 
California. The line would give the 
Burlington a share of the Sacramento 
valley traffic, and a feeder might be 
built through the San Joaquin valley. 
With the Oregon trunk connection 
another line would be omened to East­ 
ern Washington. Idaho and Montana.” 
Regarding the proposed extension of 
he Burlington to the Pacific coast, no 
definite announcement has ever been 
made. 
At the present time the road 
ends in Denver. 


MAGOON MAY BE 
GIVEN THE POST 


Former Governor of Cuba May 
Be Minister to China. 


Washington, Oct. 18.—The arrival 
here cf William E. Magoon, former 
provisional governor of Cuba, and at 
that time President Taft’s first lieu­ 
tenant in the islands, promptly gave 
rise to the rumor that he had been 
summoned in connection with the new 
vacancy in the diplomatic post in 
Peking from which Charles It. Crane 
was virtually removed before he bad 
time to proceed to the Chinese capi­ 
tal. 
Mr. Magoon insisted that he had not 
been summoned by the state depart­ 
ment to report here, but he would not 
discuss the m atter further. 


TO ABANDON LECTURE TOUR 


Dr. Cook to Conduct an Expedition to 
Ascend Mount McKinley. 
Now York, Oct. 18.—Having failed 
In his effort to get Professor II. C. 
Parker and Anthony Fiala to conduct 
an expedition to ascend Mount Mc­ 
Kinley, Dr. Frederick A. Cook an­ 
nounced here that he would abandon 
his lecture tours as soon as possible 
and himself head an expedition to as­ 
cend the mountain to obtain, if possi­ 
ble, the records which he says he left 
there in 1906. 
In announcing his de­ 
cision Dr. Cook said: 
“I am fully determined to break ort 
my lecture tour, complete my arctic 
data for Copenhagen and then head 
an expedition immediately to Mount 
McKinley. 
I believe I am bound to 
deliver four or five lectures next week, 
but although I am booked to the coast 
and back, I shall not go further than 
St. Paul and Minneapolis. 
“I shall ask several unbiased scien­ 
tists to accompany me and shall select 
a number of mountaineers to form the 
party. 
“As to ray North pole data, its com­ 
pletion will require six weeks or two 
months, but I intend to work on it 
day and night in order to finish it as 
quickly as possible. I shall not send 
it piecemeal, because it has always 
been my intention to show it in its 
entirety.”

London, Oct. 18.—Spanish anarch­ 
ists in london are openly threatening 
I he life of King Alfonso and boasting 
that he will not be permitted to live 
the year out. 
M alatesta and others of the more 
rabid anarchists are at tually inviting 
reporters to accompany them to secret 
meetings 
to 
listen 
to 
firebrand 
speeches. 
Some of them have shown 
reporters laboratories with newly de 
vised bombs wherewith they hope to 
be able to take the lives of European 
monarchs. 
The outbreak of Ferrerism which is 
convulsing the continent reached Eng 
land and London witnessed scenes 
duplicating those enacted in Paris 
and other European capitals. 
Follow 
ing 
a 
demonstration 
in 
Trafalgai 
square 10,000 malcontents rushed to 
the Spanish embassy and succeeded 
lu 
reaching 
it, 
despite 
frequent 
charges from the police. 
The em­ 
bassy, which was guarded by a strong 
force of police, escaped damage. 
Hand-to-hand 
fights 
occurred, 
in 
which 
missiles 
were 
thrown 
and 
slicks and umbrellas freely used as 
weapons. 
A demonstration occurred 
outside W estminster cathedral, where 
a Catholic priest was threatened. The 
police were unable to stop rioters or 
keep them In check and not a single 
arrest was made. 
Victor Grayson, Laborite, the stormy 
petrel of parliament, made a violent 
speech in Trafalgar square, in which 
he announced that the expulsion of 
the Spanish ambassabor would be 
moved in the house of commons. His 
speech is the strongest thing delivered 
from any rostrum in England. 
He 
raid the murder of Ferrer was an out­ 
rage on cosmopolitan feeling. 
Demonstrations against Spain and 
the Catholic church occurred in many 
cities on the continent. 


DENOUNCE THE EXECUTION 


Socialists and 
Anarchists 
Meet in 
New York City. 
New York, Oct. IS.—Aroused by the 
fiery speech of Emma Goldman, whose 
anarchistic tendencies have earned 
for her the title “Queen of the Reds, 
1,000 men and women, socialists, an­ 
archists and other radicals, packed an 
East Side hall, until the police inter 
fered, and adopted resolutions de­ 
nouncing the execution of Francisco 
Ferrer, the Spanish revolutionist. “Al­ 
fonso the Assassin” was muttered in 
three languages—English, Spanish and 
French—as the succeeding speakers 
attacked the Spanish monarch and 
hinted that revenge was yet to come 
Emma Goldman, who was the chief 
speaker, sought to draw a parallel be­ 
tween the case of Ferrer and those of 
Moyer, Haywood and Pettibone of the 
W estern Federation of Miners. At 
the conclusion of the meeting it was 
announced that a more comprehensive 
gathering will be held at Carnegie hall 
Tuesday night. 
Among others who aroused 
the 
crowd were Alexander Berkman, her 
associate, who served time for shoot­ 
ing ll. C. Frick; and Arthur Bullard, 
who knew Ferrer in France.

W alker, Minn., Oct. 18.—Heroes and 
heroines of a sixty hour fight on Leech 
lake against heavy seas and cold 
winds blowing a blizzard through the 
shattered cabin windows of their for- 
ty-fcot gasoline boat arrived In this 
city on the Sarah L., six days and 
nights beyond touch of civilization and 
believed to have been lost. 
Sixteen Indians and four women, 
one of them a slight miss just out of 
the schools, the passengers on the 
vessel, are exhausted from hunger, 
cold and exposure. Manley, the en­ 
gineer, who single-handed fought the 
storm at the wheel and at his engine, 
la so weak he can hardly walk.

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JOHNSON DEFEATS KETCHEL 


Negro 
Knacks Out White 
Man 
in 
(Twelfth Round. 
San Francisco, Oct. 18.—Fighting 
with the courage of a lion, but com­ 
pletely outclassed at every stage and 
in every department of the game, 
Stanley Ketchel, middleweight and 
light heavyweight champion of the 
world, took the count, the second time 
in his sensational ring career, in the 
twelfth round of his fight with Jack 
Johnson, heavyweight champion of the 
world. 
A heavy left, followed by a terrific 
right hook, both landing on the head, 
knocked him cold 
The fight was one of the most un- 
ratlsfactofflr from a fighting standpoint 
ever 
off in Jimmy Coffroth’s 
arena. 
The white boy, outweighed, out 
reachel, outclassed in science, a piti­ 
ful inferior in strength, but a giant in 
gameness, never had a chance. 
The negro simply jabbed him to 
death with his snake like left, and 
when he thought the unequal contest 
had gone far enough to make the pic­ 
tures good he finished the job in a 
most workmanlike fashion, something 
that he apparently could have done, 
had he cared to, earlier in the game. 
The negro, as usual, dogged it out, 
not even the hooting of the crowd nor 
his smaller adversary could induce 
him to take the aggressive. 
In al­ 
most every round the gigantic black 
did 
some backing 
up, 
and 
when 
Ketchel showed signs of going after 
him Johnson resorted to feinting. 
The Victual beginning of the end 
came in the eleventh round. Ketchel 
stung the negro with a left to the 
oar. Johnson, infuriated by the blow, 
dashed at Ketchel and showered left 
and right hooks to the head and stom­ 
ach. 
The bell found the middleweight 
decidedly wobbly, and when he came 
up for the twelfth he seemed to be all 
in. 
The end came so suddenly that 
when Retched rolled onto the floor 
and Referee Welsh counted him out 
the 10,000 persons crowding the arena 
were absolutely quiet for a full min­ 
ute.

TAFT AND DIAZ HOLD 
PRIVATE MEETINGS 


Presidents Have Two Secret 
Conferences. 


El Paso, Tex., Oct. 18.—W ith boast 
of heraldry and pomp of power, Taft 
and Diaz, presidents of the great sis­ 
ter republics of the West, clasped 
hands here in formal acknowledgment 
of the firm friendship existing between 
the governments of the two countries. 
Cannon boomed the fraternal greet­ 
ings across the international boundary 
line and back, whistles shrieked, bells 
rang and one hundred thousand voices 
acclaimed the mighty helmsmen of the 
ships of state. Glittering pageants, 
sumptuous feasts at state ceremonials 
and the care-abandoned demonstra­ 
tions of the multitude followed in 
quick succession. The red. white and 
green of Mexico, intertwined with the 
flag of the United States, met the eye 
on every side. 
Military bands blared 
in unison. “Lapoloma,” the Mexican 
anthem, and our own “Star Spangled 
Banner.” 
El Paso was on dress parade, Ciu­ 
dad Juarez en fete, and both in up­ 
roar. 
lf history takes note of it all. the 
occasion will rank with those of the 
meetings of sovereigns in the older 
world at which treaties are made, al­ 
liances brought about and the peace 
and progress of nations conceived and 
promoted. 
There were two formal meetings be­ 
tween the central figures at the inter­ 
national drama, but springing around 
these were two intimate conferences, 
from which the world was barred and 
Taft and Diaz met face to face behind 
the drawn curtains of convention. 
Commonplaces were exchanged in the 
formal greetings at which the elect 
were 
present. 
Commonplace toasts 
were exchanged at the regal banquet 
In Ciudad Juarez. 
But aside from these, Taft met Diaz 
privately in an ante-room at the cham­ 
ber of commerce In El Paso, when 
Diaz called to pay his respects, and 
again when Taft returned the call an 
hour later, he and the ruler of Mexico 
met privately in a room at the Juarez 
custom house, and what transpired 
at these two secret conferences the 
unfolding events of time alone will 
disclose. 
At the banquet the two presidents 
shook hands finally amid a volley of 
cheers that echoed across the muddy 
Rio Grande, and so they parted, Taft 
on his way to San Antonio, Diaz on 
bls train for Mexico City.

The wrecked train had been pitched 
over the rails of the northbound track. 
Its two day coaches, filled w ith pas­ 
sengers. had been com pletely turned 
over on the track. 
Sixty or m ore per­ 
sons were thus im prisoned. 
All of the coaches w ere careened 
over the northbound track, at such an 
angle th at their occupants were un­ 
able to get out of them for some time. 
The tow erm an knew th a t In less 
than two m inutes a heavy passenger 
train was due on the northbound track.

Nominee For Mayor of Now York. 
Judge William J. Gaynor, who has 
been nominated by the Democrats for 
mayor of New York, has been before 
the public for many years, and by poli­ 
ticians generally is regarded as a radi­ 
cal. 
H is last appearance in the lime­ 
light was when he championed the 
cause of George Duffy of Brooklyn, 
whose picture was In the rogues' gal­ 
lery and who declared th at although 
he had never been convicted of a 
crime the police refused to remove his 
picture and arrested him without prov­ 
ocation on many occasions. 
It was the Duffy case which result­ 
ed in the dism issal of General Bing­ 
ham from the office of police commis­ 
sioner. 
Judge Gaynor caused an In­ 
vestigation of the case, and Mayor Mc­ 
Clellan held th at young Duffy had 
been improperly treated by the police. 
Judge Gaynor previously attracted 
public attention, when, In 1900, he held 
that It was illegal for the Brooklyn

to charge 
more than one fare to Coney Island. 
This decision was rendered in the case 
of a Dr. M cFarlane, who had refused 
to pay the two fares regularly col­ 
lected by the railroad company. Many 
thousands of New York residents re­ 
m em ber the riots which followed the 
Issuance of this decision. The Sunday 
crowds bound for Coney Island de­ 
clined to pay the tw o fares, and the 
entire police force w as required to pre­ 
vent incipient rebellion. 
H undreds of 
persons were Injured. 
A few days 
later Judge Gaynor advised all travel­ 
ers to pay the tw o fares until the 
higher courts could pass upon the de­ 
cision. 
This stopped confusion. 
The 
upper courts held th at it was legal for 
the company to charge a double fare. 
Judge Gaynor first attracted public 
attention when he took part in the in­ 
vestigation of the election frauds at 
Gravesend in 1893. 
As a result of this 
investigation several men were sent to 
prison, and one of the most corrupt 
“election gangs" New York city ever 
knew was broken up. This made Judge 
Gaynor a conspicuous figure, and a 
short tim e later he was nom inated by 
the Republicans and independent Dem­ 
ocrats for a place on the suprem e court 
bench. 
He was elected for fourteen 
years in 1893 and was re-elected in 
1907 and assigned for service in the 
appellate division. 
H e was born in W hitestown, New 
York state, fifty-eight years ago and 
w ent to Brooklyn in 1873 to do news­ 
paper work. 
He had received an edu­ 
cation In the W hitestown sem inary and 
a school in Boston. While doing news­ 
paper work he studied law and was 
adm itted to the bar in the early sev­ 
enties. 
Judge Gaynor is one of the executors 
of the estate of William Ziegler, for­ 
mer head of the baking powder trust, 
who left between $30,000,900 and $35,- 
000,000. 
From this Judge Gaynor de­ 
rives a substantial income.

He will rem ain in New York 
until Sunday night, when he will start 
for the W est on another lecture tour. 
Dr. Cook, refuting the charges th at 
he had not ascended M ount McKinley 
in A laska in 1906, cam e out with a 
statem ent in New York after a three- 
hours' conference w ith his attorney, 
intim ating th at Edward N. Barrill, the 
guide who accompanied him, had per­ 
jured him self In his recent affidavit 
for a consideration offered by his de­ 
tractors. 
To disprove B arrill’s state 
m ents he further announced th at he 
had taken prelim inary steps to or­ 
ganize an expedition to ascend Mount 
McKinley 
to 
procure 
tho 
records 
which he says he left th ere after his 
ascension. He has requested Anthony 
Flala, the arctic explorer, to head the 
expedition and has asked Professor 
H. C. P arker of Columbia university 
to accompany Flala. Telegram s were 
sent to both Flala and P arker and 
th eir answ er is expected today. 
The conferring of th e freedom of 
the city upon the explorer was a for­ 
mal affair, conducted jointly by the 
board of alderm en and the Arctic Club 
of America. 
The club presented to 
bim a gold medal in recognition of his 
discovery of the pole, w hile the alder­ 
m en took tho occasion to recognize 
him officially for the first tim e since 
Ms arrival on home shores. 
George 
Bom p and Professor Donald B. Mc­ 
M illan of the Peary expedition were 
among the interested spectators of 
the ceremony. 


Wanted Action Postponed. 
Before the honor was bestowed, 
P resident McGowan of the board an­ 
nounced th at “I deem It fair to Dr. 
Cook to say here that he wanted this 
action by the board of alderm en post­ 
poned until after all ills proofs had 
been produced, but we declined h “- 
cause it was believed th at the senti­ 
m ent of the board was belief in Dr. 
Cook, and I believe the city of New 
York believes In him.” 
In his speech Dr. Cook said in part* 
“I will substantiate every .elal’n i 
have m ade with every proof within 
the 
power 
of 
man. 
The 
char •r's 
Drought against me relative to

polar trip have been based upon «,va- j 
slve 
answ ers by my loyal 
Eskimo 
friends, while the alleged affidavit of 
my M ount McKinley guide Is nothing 
more nor less than a deliberate false­ 
hood. 
The conPdence you repose in 
me is not misplaced. 
The Eskimos 
were made to say w hat they did not 
say and J will bring them here, not to 
prove my conquest of th e pole, but to 
Trove the truth of this last statem ent. 
T heir presence as a proof of conquest 
will not be necessary. 
“I am perfectly willing to go before 
tho Explorers’ club and give my testi­ 
mony as to the ascent of Mount Mc­ 
Kinley." said Dr. Cook. 
“In fact, I 
have already consented to do so." 
He was asked w hether he could pro­ 
duce his original diary of the climb. 
“I will look into the m atter and sec 
w hether 
I 
still have 
my original 
diary," he replied. 
“I believe it is 
stored somewhere.” 


Cook Reoeats H is Charge. 
Dr. Cook reiterated his charge th at 
B arrill lied in his affidavit. 
“The 
declaration that the point where the 
photograph with the flag was taken 
was far from the top of Mount Mc­ 
Kinley is a falsehood,” he said. 
“It 
was taken at the sum m it. 
His state­ 
m ent th at I told him not to tell any 
cue about the trip is also baseless. 
There was no secret w hatever about 
I t 
“As to Miller, he has been hostile to 
me from beginning to end. 
I have no 
reason to say I have found him un­ 
truthful. but he knew nothing about 
the climbing of Mount McKinley, as 
he was sixty or seventy miles away 
at the tim e." 
Details of Low B arrlll’s affidavit was 
ontained became available here. 
The 
guide came here quietly two days ago 
and 
informed 
General 
Thom as 
H. 
Hubbard, presjdent of the Peary Arc­ 
tic club, that everything la the affi­ 
davit w^as true and, after talking with 
m em bers of the Explorers’ club, de­ 
parted with his wife, presum ably for 
the W est. 
W hile In the city Barrill talked with 
General J. 
M. Ashton 
of 
Tacoma, 
wlio obtained B arrill’s affidavit, to­ 
gether with the affidavits from Fred 
Printz, a packer on the Mount Mc­ 
Kinley expedition; 
Sam uel Beecher, 
the cook, and W alter Miller, the pho 
toeraphcr, all mem bers of the Cook 
party.
